ONE WAY,

Ricunmoxnn, July 5, 1867.-—lixcessive heat
prevailed here to-day, to the general prostra-
tion of active work. In the evening, about 7
o'clock, a remarkable change occurred in the
previously elondless sky by a dark, dense pall
of clouds, through which, above the Southern
horizon, lightning skimmed with bright stivery
sheen for hours. Occasionallya globular fiame,
lustrous as a golden rocket, burst through
hanks of sable vapor, with singularly beautiful
effect.
